British Front in France and Belgium, 
August 20.—(By the Associated Press.) 
British tanks scored another triumph 
in the capture of important German po- 


sitions yesterday morning in the neigh- 
borhood of the Ypres-Poelcapelle road, | 
north of St. Julian. It was a tank | 
show almost from start:to finish and 
the infantry in this case played the} 
part of supernumeraries in support of 
the leading actors, while large num- 
bers of the enemy troops added a final 
melodramatic touch by. surrendering 
abjectly or fleeing in terror as the 
heavy leads lumbered on to the stage 
and “reached for their shooting irons.” 

As recorded in the official communi- 
cation, the British captured German 
defenses along .a mile front to a depth 


of 500 yards. Among the strongholds 
occupied were the fdmous Triangle, 
Hibau and Cockcroft farms, the sites 
of exceedingly strong concrete and steel 
machine gun redoubts that menaced the 
infantry advance. 

It was dawn when the tanks lined 
up and waited for the signal to “zo 
over the top.’ The British artillery, 
observing no less of chivalry to the 
tanks than to the infantry in tne past, 
poured a preliminary stream of shells 
into the German lines, then dropped a 
barrage ahead of the iron monitors, 
which started forward, looking for all 
the world-.like great dragons that had 


rolled out from one of Hans Andersen’s 
conceptions into the gray morning light 
that shrouded this battle field in the 


Behind them came the _ infantry, 
ready to do the cleaning up of the re- 
maining enemy. But there was fittle 


and care for the prisoners as the tanks 
progressed. There was hard fighting 


at several positions, such as the three

The tanks wheeled into position and 
turned a heavy fire on the fortifica- 
tions, and the Germans were killed or 
else they surrendered. The enemy cas- 
ualties were heavy. Great numbers of 
Germans were seen fleeing’ terror- 
stricken as the tanks appeared ifn 
the distance and a considerable num- 
ber threw down their arms and sur- 
rendered without offering resistance. 

The tanks cleared the whole terri- 
tory desired and then trundled back 
home. They suffered no damage, and 


the casualties for the operation ta- 
talled fifteen.

fighting along this front.

Warrants Issued, Says Thomas. 

Judge E. D. Thomas states that it is 
the policy of the court to issue search 
warrants for liquor when the suspicions 
of the officers requesting such warrant 
founded. 

“We have always issued warrants 
when the circumstances warrant.” said 
Judge Thomas, “znd will continue to do 
so, even though there has been some 
doubt as to whether a search warrant 
can be rightfully issued in such caseg.

Wife’s Seducer, 


Says British Jury 


The “Unwritten Law” Is 
Recognized in Verdict for 
Almost First Time in the 
Judicial History of Britain. 


London, August 20.—The “unwritten 
law,’’ whereby a man may. kill his wife’s 
seducer, was recognized by an English 
jury today almost for the first time 
within the recollection of the English 
public. 

“Justifiable homicide in self-de- 
fense’’ was the verdict rendered by a 
London coroner's jury in the case of 
Lieutenant Douglas Malcolm, who shot 
and killed a foreigner, Anton Baum- 
berg, styling himself “Count Deborch.” 

Lieutenant Malcolm, who was a 


wealthy young merchant before the 
war, returned on 


count. He attacked the “count,” 
afterwards challenged. him to a duel, 
but the “count” ignored the challenge. 
Malcolm visited the ‘“count's” London 
lodgings, and many other lodgers testi- 
fied to hearing a struggle followed by 

revolver shot. They found the 
“count” dead. 

After leaving the premises Malcolm 
surrendered to the first policeman he 
met. He testified before the coroner's 
jury relative to ‘“‘Deborch’s” actions, 
but did not suggest self-defense in kil]- 
ing the man. Malcolm's wife admit- 
ted her delinquency. 

It developed that “Deborch” was for 
a brief period in service with the offi- 
cers’ training corps, but that he was 
under police suspicion of being an in- 
ternational spy, and was listed by the 
police as a professional spy.

CANADIANS TIGHTEN 
CORDON ABOUT LENS. 


The situation in Flanders and in 
northern France is virtually calm, as 
compared with last week, but both the 
British and French continue to make 
sallies at various points and to 
strengthen the positions won in the 
recent fighting. The Canadians around 
Lens daily are biting further into the 
German line and now have the coal 
center virtually surrounded, except on 
the east. Even on this sector the 
Canadian guns have the range and are 
making almost impossible any move- 
ments of the enemy from or into the 
town. 


The entente allied airmen still are 
carrying out raids on German posi- 
tions in Belgium, many tons of bombs 
again having been dropped by them. 

In Rumania the Austro-Germans have 
forced back the Rumanians on both 
sides of the Oituz and Trotus valleys, 
according to the Berlin official state- 
ment.

London, August 19.—A dispatch to 
the Exchange Telegraph company from 
Copenhagen says that, according to re- 
ports received from Austria, the bat- 
tle now raging on the Isonzo front of 
the Austro-Italian theater is charac- 
terized as the most violent ever fought 
there. The advices say it is believed 
by the Austrians and Germans that 
the Italians are making an attempt to 
break through to Triest. 

A colossal number of new guns have 
been brought into the fight, for which 


the Italians had been preparing for 
weeks. Yesterday Italian aviators 


dropped proclamations over the Aus- 
trian lines saying that the bombard- 
ment would be continued for many 
hours. 


OVER 4,000 GERMANS 
HAVE BEEN COUNTED 
BY FRENCH TROOPS 


Paris, August 20.—A smashing 
French victory on the Verdun front is 
recorded in the official report issued by 
the war office tonight. The French 
have captured the enemy defenses on 
both sides of the Meuse over a front 
of more than 11 miles, penetrating the 
German line at divers points to a depth 


of a mile and a quarter. More than 
4,000 unwounded German prisoners 
have been taken. 

The text of the statement reads: 

“On the front north of Verdun our 
troops captured on both sides of the 
Meuse enemy defenses on a front of 18 
kilometers and to a depth which ex- 
ceeds two kilometers at certain points. 
On the left bank of the river we hold 
in particular the Avocourt wood, the 
two summits of Le Mort Homme, Cor- 
beaux wood and Cumieres. 
right bank we have occupied Talou 
ridge, Champ, Champneuville, Hill 344, 
Mormont farm and Hill 240, north of 
Louvemont. 

“On the right our troops have ad- 
vanced considerably in the Bois? de 
Fosse and the Bois de Chaume. | 

“The number of unwounded prison- 
ers taken is more than four thousand. 

“The Germans carried out violent 
counter attacks in the Avocourt wood 
and against Le Mort Homme and Hill 
344, but our fire everywhere’ broke 
down their efforts and inflicted heavy 
losses. Our aviators took a brilliant 
part in the battle, turning their ma- 
chine guns at a low height against 
enemy concentrations and contributing 
also to the repulse of counter attacks. 

“Our pilots brought down_ eleven 
German airplanes on the battle front, 
while two other enemy machines were 
brought down by our special guns. 


GERMANS ADMIT 
FRENCH ADVANCE. 


Berlin, August 20.—(Via London.)— 
The war office announces that the 
French without fighting have occupied 
the Talou ridge on the Verdun front 
east of the Meuse.

BRITISH REPULSE 
GERMAN ATTACKS. 


London, August 20.—A German coun- 
ter attack on the positions captured by 
the British yesterday morning south- 
east of Epehy was completely repulsed 
after sharp fighting, according to an 
official statement issued today by the 
war office. A successful raid was car- 
ried out last night south of Lens. On 
the Ypres battle front the British line 
has been advanced slightly southeast of 
St. Jenshoek. 

The British official communication 
issued this evening follows: 

“The enemy this morning endeavor- 
ed to launch another counter attack 
against our new position north of 
Epehy. His troops were observed as 
they were moving into positions to as- 
sault and were dispersed by our ar- 
tillery before the attack could develop. 

“Patrol encounters in which we 
made some progress took place 
throughout the day on the northwest- 
ern outskirts of Lens. A hostile raid- 
ing party entered our lines this morn- 
ing east of Armentieres. Two of our 
men are missing. 

“Yesterday hostile aircraft worked 
in large formations well behind their 
own lines and endeavored unsuccess- 
fully to hinder the work of our bomb- 
ing, photographic and reconnaissance 
machines. Our bombing operations 
were continued. An enemy train was 
wrecked and much damage was caused 
to hostile airdromes, dumps and sta- 
tions.

Mount Airy, Ga., August 20.—(Spe- 
cial.)——Before leaving for the moun- 
tains of North Carolina this morning, 
Federal Judge Emory Speer rendered 
his decision in favor of the contentions 
of the government, on applications for 
writs of habeas corpus for Albert 
Jones and John Story, held in the Rich- 
mond county, Georgia, jail, charged 
with violating the law in failing to 
register under the selective conscrip- 
tion act. 

This case was argued by Thomas E. 


Watson and associate counsel, in behalf: 


of the prisoners, on Saturday, the case 
being primarily a test of the conscrip- 
tion act, which Watson has been claim- 
ing is a violation of the constitution of 
the United States. The goverment was 
represented in the hearing by District 
Attorney Donaldson, of the southern 


district of Georgia. 
At the close of the argument Satur- 
day afternoon, Judge Speer took the 


case under advisement. 

In the decision rendered today, Judge 
Speer held that the selective draft law 
is constitutional, and not in contra- 
vention of the involuntary servitude 
clause of the constitution. 

Soldier Not a Slave. 

Judge Speer, in denying the writs, 
declared that to agree to the conten- 
tion that the selective draft law con- 
travenes the thirtenth 
would be to conclude that the soldier 


is a slave. 
‘Nothing could be more abhorrent to 


the truth,” said Judge Speer, ‘“noth- 
ing more degrading to that indispensa- 
ble and gallant body of citizens trained 


in arms, to whose manhood, skill and 
courage is and must be committed the 
task of maintaining the very existence 
of the nation and all that its people 
hold dear.”’ 

Answering the contention of the pe- 
titioners that by the common law it 
was their right to “remain within the 
realm,” and that this right should be 
held to relieve them rom military 
service beyond the borders of the Unit- 
ed States, Judge Speer said the com- 
mon law could not prevail against the 
explicit provision of an act of congress, 
which was empowered by the constitu- 
tion to raise and support armtes. He 
declared that this power was not re- 
stricted in any manner,~and that con- 
gress may summon to its army every 
citizen of the United States. 

Admitting that no express power was 

ven to send armies beyond the sea, 

e said that there was no express pow- 
er to enact the criminal laws of the 
United States, build the Panama canal 
or to purchase Alaska. 


Done Under a Great Power, 


“This has all been done,” he said, 
“under the oeet power to promote the 
general welfare, just as the selective 
army will. be created under the law 
here assailed ‘to provide for the com- 
mon defense,’ and beyond‘ and above 
all, is the inherent power of every na- 
tiom~however organized, to utilize its 
every man and its every energy to de- 
fend its lfberty and to defeat the mi-

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WAKING UP! 


At last the city of Atlanta is ewakening 
to the horrible situation that is confronting 
the community in the threatened lack of 
transportation facili@es between the city 
and the cantonment. 

President Arkwright, of the Georgia Rail- 
way and Power company, announces that he 
will put before the officers of the company 
the unanimous request of the public safety 
committee of the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce that a double instead of a single track 
be constructed to the cantonment. So far 
s0 good. 

The Southern Railway company will no 
doubt make similar response, for under the 


pressure of existing conditions it is incon- 
ceivable that this great railroad system 
would leave a city of two hundred thousand 
people absolutely cut off from a cantonment 
of more than forty thousand soldiers—yet 
that is exactly what will happen if the South- 
ern railway does not put on a service pend- 
ing the completion cf the trolley line. 

The merchants of the city are taking 
hold of the matter vigorously and every civic 
organization in the city will get behind the 
movement if it is necessary to convince the 
public carrier companies that it is up to 
them to save the city from a —— 
situation. 

The leaven is mov:ng! 

Let us hope that the problem will be 
solved through the voluntary action of the 
public carrier companies, and that it will 
not be necessary to go beyond them to force 
the redress of a grievance to which Atlanta 
will not tamely submit.

DANIELS AND HIS CRITICS. 


The whole attitude of Robert M. Thomp- 


son, president of the Navy league, toward 


the navy department and Secretary Daniels 
is a discredit to himself as well as to the 
organization of which he is the titular head. 

It is plainly his duty to get out of his 
position, and if he fails to do that it is the 
league’s duty to get out from under—follow- 
ing the example of Perry Belmont. 

Mr. Thompson's usefulness to the league 
is absolutely gone, and the sooner it either 
reorganizes or disbands the better it will be 
for the. purpose for which it was originally 
organized. 

The main trouble with Mr. Thompson is 
and has been that from the beginning he has 
apparently been actuated by the false idea 
that as president of the Navy league he was 
de facto secretary of the navy; and his com- 
munication to Secretary Daniels, in which, 
when called to account, he stated that he 
would resign as president of the league if 
Mr. Daniels would resign as secretary of the 
navy, was officious and impertinent. 

The same is true of his criticism of Sec- 
retary Daniels for the manner in which the 
first contingent of Pershing’s army was 
transported to France. The fact that those 
soldiers were landed upon french soil with- 
out the loss of a single man—thus establish- 
ing a world record for efficiency in trans- 
oceanic transportation in war-time—is its 
own answer, and answer enough, to that 
criticism. 

The truth of the matter is that there are 
alot of chronic squawkers whom nothing 
that Secretary Daniels could do or say would 
please. They are continuously criticising his 
administration, whereas never in the history 
of this country has the navy undergone such 
development under a single administration 
as it has under the administration of Secre- 
tary Daniels—nor has the American navy 
ever been operated upon a more efficient 
basis than it is today.

envy of Daniels, have been trying constantly, 
in the open and behind his back, to bring 
about a state of demoralization in the de-

Mr. Daniels is to be congratulated for 
taking hold of them with bare hands, and 
now that he has disposed of Thompson by 
serving notice that so long as Thompson is 
at the head of the Navy league the navy 
department will have nothing to do with it 
in any way, shape or manner, his next step 
should be to silence his official critics and 
fault-finders. 

In doing that, as in what he has done, Mr. 
Daniels would find that the country would 
sustain him. The people are tired of the 
croaking and hectoring and meddling and 
spitefulness that has hampered Secretary 
Daniels’ administration of the navy depart- 
ment. E 

It is up to the secretary to put a stop to 
it, and his action with reference to Thomp 
son indicates that he is about to do so.

peated his assertion. 

Furthermore, he says that he objects to 
being quoted as having said that he believes 
the selective army law constitutional, for 
“such is not the case,” he says. 

“What I did say,” he continues, “was 
that I was afraid the courts (the supreme 
court, of course) might hold It constitutional 
in times af excitement like these!” 

Then Senator Hardwick no longer trusts 
our courts? He is afraid our judges are a 
set of timid weaklings in the face of “times 
of excitement like these,” and render their 
decisions, not according to law and reason- 
ing and fact, but according to what the peo- 
ple want? Or does he believe that our 
judges are corrupt, or that they are addle- 
brained mollycoddles who lose their heads 
and throw reason to the wind in “times of 
excitement?” 

The senator’s statement is printed here 
in compliance with his request; but un- 
doubtedly it will be disappointing even to 
his followers, to say nothing of the vast ma- 
jority of Georgians who are being misrepre- 
sented in the United States senate and dis- 
gusted beyond measure by the anti-Ameri- 
canism and the almost treasonable utter- 
ances of those with whom Senator Hardwick 
reiterates he is “in sympathy.”

Senator Hardwick Requests 
“‘Leave to Print’’ Correction 


‘Editor Constitution: What purported to 
be an intervfew with me appeared in The 
Washington Post of August 6, 1917. It was 
copied in Georgia by The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion and other newspapers, and as it does 
me an injustice and thoroughly 
sents my position, I desire to make a 
correction of the same, although the 
will understand quite well the difficulty, 
if not impossibllity, of correcting. misrepre- 
sentation by newspapers when the same is 
persistently, continuously, and willfully in- 
dulged in. 

About all that [ stated to the reporter 
of The Washington Post was that I did not 
believe that there would be any forcible 
resistance of the draft law in Georgia, and 
that I had earnestly counseled against the 
same, but that I was in sympathy with the 
feeling of indignant protest against its en- 
actment that was entertained by a great ma- 
jority of Georgians. The interview repre- 
sented me as saying that I ‘believed the law 
to be constitutional. Such is not the case. 
What I did say was that I was afraid the 
courts might hold it constitutional in times 
of excitement like these. While I do not 
believe that the law is unconstitutional be- 
cause in violation of the 13th amendment to 
the constitution, I do believe that it is un- 
constitutional because it is violative of the 
fundamental principles of both English and 
American liberty. 

In England for more than a _ thousand 
years, prior to the present war at least, 
it has been a part of the inalienable rights 
of Englishmen that they should not be re- 
quired to render military service over the 
seas without their consent. This 
law of Saxon England, as expressed in King 
Alfred’s reign.

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Government Asks Permanent Highway; 
Opposes Top Soil Plan, Winn Hears 


Judge T. E. Patterson, chairman of the 
State highway commission, has returned 
from Washington, where he went last week 
to present the final data upon the com- 
mission’s Atlanta-to-Macon highway project, 
and he stated that the entire question of 
whether or not Georgia is to get federal aid 
for her roads is now up to the secretary of 
agriculture. 

“The secretary of agriculture, however,” 
Says Judge Patterson, “is out of Washing- 
ton at present, and it may be some time yet 
before the project is finally pasesd upon. 

“Congressman Wise, Senator Bankhead 
and myself started to the office of Secretary 
Houston last Friday afternoon,” said Judge 
Patterson, “to take the matter up with him, 
but were informed that he had just left the 
city.” 

Judge Patterson stated that Solicitor Wil- 
liams, of the United States department of 
agriculture, has passed the whole matter 
to the secretary of agriculture for his final 
decision. Solicitor Williams would venture 
no opinion as to whether the project would 
be approved or not, Judge Patterson said. 


Opposed to Top-Soil Roads. 

W. Tom Winn, president of the Georgia 
State Automobile association, at the regular 
weekly luncheon of the Atlanta Motor club, 
at the Ansley hotel Monday, stated that his 
information which he had obtained directly 
from Logan W. Page, director of the United 
States office of good roads, and from Assist- 
ant Director Pennypacker, was that the rea- 
son the department has been delaying action 
on the Atlanta-to-Macon highway project is 
because the commission proposes to make 
this a top-soil road, and the department does 
mot believe that the federal government 
should put its money into so temporary an 
improvement. The view of the office of roads, 
according to Mr. Winn, is that if the top-soil

project is passed favorably upon, the federal 
government will have set a precedent for fed- 
eral aid for roads that are not of permanent 
construction, and that the office of roads 
is much 6pposed to such a policy. 

“Mr. Pennypacker told me,” said Mr. Winn, 
“that the Atlanta-to-Macon . highway has 
been represented to him as the most impor- 
tant project in Georgia, the road bearing 
the heaviest traffic of any road, and as a 
road of importance as a military highway. 
Under these conditions, it does seem that the 
road should be of permanent construction, 
Mr. Pennypacker said.” 

News to Patterson. 

Judge Patterson stated Monday afternoon 
that this was not the view of the situation 
which had been expressed to him in Wash- 
ington, but that he had been told that the 
federal authorities were perfectly willing 
to allow Georgia to have the federal appro- 
priation for the construction of the Macon- 
to-Atlanta highway, whether it might be a 
top-soil road of a permanent highway, pro- 
vided the commission could show that this 
route comes within the requirements of the 
federal act as it relates to post roads. The 
whole trouble, Judge Patterson explained, 
lies in the fact that the Atlanta-to-Macon 
highway is not in its entirety composed of 
rural mail routes. There is, in fact, about 
40 per cent of the road over which no post 
route passes. It is possible that more of 
this highway may shortly be used for rural 
route purposes, but that would still leave 
about 35 per cent of the route not used for 
post purposes. The whole question then is 
whether the department of agriculture will 
eee fit to pass up that much of non-post 
route. 

Judge Patterson stated that 
Washington he received no intimation 
whether or not the department of agriculture 
might approve the project.

TO THE MARKET BUREAU 


Since the war department, thanks to the 
market bureau of the state department of 
agriculture, has included sweet potatoes in 
the army rations list, farmers from all over 
the etate have been sending in inquiries to 
the bureau for the disposition of their crops, 
and many large growers are calling in per- 
son.

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One of the big, although 
jobs in connection with the 
Camp Gordon is the installation 
plete telephone system for both 
long distance service. 

The first requirement at the camp site, 
when the contractor’s engineers arrived and 
before any work was done, was telephone 
service to Atlanta. This was installed with- 
out any delay, and as soon asthe work at the 
camp was well under way a 30-line magneto 
switchboard and twenty-four stations were 
installed. To provide the needed circuits 
much work, consisting of pole line, copper 
wire toll circuits, cross-arma, cable, etc., 
was necessary and was given preference, 
and was completed in a record time. 

When the workmen were fairly on the 
ground and the government could furnish 
an approximate estimate of its telephone re- 
quirements, the Southern Bell company or- 
dered the material and began providing the 
facilities between Atlanta and Camp Gordon. 
This work has been entirely completed, at a 
cgst Of-about $60,000. 

| In the camp there will be installed ap- 

proximafely 400 telephones. ‘These will in- 
clude pay stations located in the Y. M. C. 
A. buildings, post exchanges and barracks 
and other telephones located in certain des- 
ignated places, such as officers’ quarters. 

To place in service an exchange of this 
size requires a large amount of construction 
work. While the telephone exchange build- 
ing has not been completed, the preliminary 
work necessary for service when the build- 
ing is ready and the equipment installed, 
has been under way for some time. 

The plant necessary to furnish service in 
an exchange of this character is large enough 
to do credit to a fair-sized town. The 800 
poles which will be needed will be furnished 
and set by the government. This was de- 
cided by the war department, s0 they could 
locate, own and control all poles in the camp. 
These poles will be used jointly by the tele- 
phone company and‘ the electric light com- 
pany. 

The Southern Bell company is now ready 
to install the equipment within the camp. 
As s00n as the government sets the poles, 
the cables and wires will be strung. As 
soon as the telephone building is complet- 


ed by the contractors the switchboard will 
be installed and placed in service. The 
switchboard and all eyuipment and material 
is on hand and the telephone people are 
waiting the word of the government to com- 
plete their work. 

The entire cost will be great, and tele- 
phone officials say there is no prospect of 
any profit being made on the work or fur- 
nishing service, but there was and will be 
no delay.

ALLEGED AS STOLEN 


Detective in Macon Makes 
Statement in Trial of Negro 
Charged With Crime.

A sensation was created in the local 
;recorder’s court today when evidence 


Ed Jordan, a shoe repairer, charged 


with receiving leather belting stolen 
from the plant of the 
Lumber company, developed that the 
negro had purchased the leather from 
City Detective E. F. Newberry. 

Jordan testified that he had paid the 
city detective $9 for a truck filled with 
pieces of leather belting. The detec- 
tive admitted that the negro’s state- 
ment was true, stating that an em- 
ployee at the Massee-Felton plant had 
given the detective department per- 
mission to dispose of the leather. 

A letter from M. M. Massee, pres- 
ident of the company, stated that the 
leather stolen from his plant had been 
sold without his knowledge or consent. 

“Jordan is absolutely innocent of the 
theft of the leather,” Detective New- 
(berry told the recorder, “and if any- 
, body is to blame it is the detective de- 
partment. He paid me $9 for the 
leather and I gave $3 to Detective 
Roland, $3 to Detective Turner and 
kept $3 for myself. If there is any mis- 
‘take I am willing to pay for it myself.” 

The statement of Newberry appar- 
ently did not satisfy the recorder, and 
that official has determined to make a 
thorough investigation of the case. For 
this reason the case against Jordan 
was continued until tomorrow morning, 
when other witnesses will be heard. 
The members of the civil service com- 
mission, who have charge of the police 
department, have been asked to attend 
the hearing tomorrow. 

After the hearing today the detec- 
tives stated that if they did wrong it 
was an honest “slip up.” A part of the 
leather sold was unclaimed samples left 
with the detective department, it is 
claimed.
